GOVERNMENTS AND WAR 


S OME PLAIN SPEAKING HAS BEEN 

done in a number of the Old Country news¬ 
papers in respect of the British Government’s reser¬ 
vations to the Kellogg renunciation of war treaty 
and the “ccret” naval proposal of Britain and France. 
The Manchester Guardian says there is a deepening 
disquiet among thinking people in England over the 
mishandling of outlawry—a disquiet which no gov¬ 
ernment can afford to underrate. It argues that the 
“constructive pacifism of the United States and Ger¬ 
many has put ourselves and our former ally France 
to shame.’* The Guardian then goes on to say:

Guardian notes what experts have said about the 
hopeless vulnerability of the cities of Britain. It 
knows, of course, that it there should be another war 
it would be one of nation annihilating nation. It 
would be a conflict in which the civilian population 
would be the principal sufferers. That is all the 
more reason why the peoples of the world should 
make it their business to tolerate only those govern¬ 
ments whose policies insist upon peace.

I believe it 
to be one of the beat ways to teach 
a child how to save and handle money. 
I simply would not tolerate a whlny 
child who tame into the house every 
few minutes with Mi-ma, I want a 
penny. I want a nickel to buy an Ice 
crepm cone.* ‘ *

self? Let your father-in-law answer 
those questions. Did be learn to man¬ 
age a spoon or fork by being fed? Mot 
by any means; he learned the art when 
he took his own spoon In his own 
hand. Children must learn that money 
haa a value and they'll learn that only 
by seelnf what It prill buy. what sav¬ 
ing will accomplish, and how denial 
may bring luxuries later They'll never 
learn that if luxuries are showered 
upon them with the prodigality of 
leaves from a tree. Keeping a child 
without pocket money in a group of 
children who have allowances may lead 
a child to stealing In order to be nke 
his companions I fslt very badly when 
my own son told me that his allow¬ 
ance. the same for two years. was not 
as large as any boy In his crowd and 
asked me If I couldn't allow him more 
each week. I was ashamed for having 
to be told I should have known his 
needs better lie saves a great deal 
more on his new allowance because his 
old one was not sufficient for hM 
n«*eds. and there wasn't enough sur¬ 
plus.

All things considered, we think that 
the active Industrials showed good re¬ 
sistance to the volume pressure that 
was put on the list yesterday, although 
the action of the market added sub¬ 
stantially to the theory that a large 
amount of profit taking must be under 
way through the Industrial section.

HARVESTERS IN 
REFORMATORY 
NEW PROBLEM 


Worst Scourge 
Of West Is Rust 
Mortgage Men Told 


Despite the fact that Western Can¬ 
ada is faced with the terrible scourge 
of rust, progress in Its eradication is 
being made, and within a few years It 
will yield to well-directed and main¬ 
tained scientific research 

This was the opinion expressed Tues¬ 
day by Professor J H Cralgle of the 
research department of the University 
of Manitoba. 

The question of rust was one in 
which every farmer In Western Canada 
wss much interested Either rust had 
to be conquered or the farmers must 
go under as far as growing hard wheat 
was concerned 

Referring to the rust epidemics of s 
number of years ago. the speaker stated 
that the farmer was faced by an enemy 
of the “first magnitude and unless Its 
ravages esn be stayed we are doomed 
to succesalve and destructive Invasion 
by It In order, therefore, that we may 
plan sn intelligent campaign against 
our enemy, we should know something 
of its history and character and meth¬ 
ods of attack and we should study the 
vulnerable and strategic points at 
which we can direct our counter at¬ 
tack ” 

It was known, he said, that certain 
wheat species and. varieties were highly 
resistant to rust, but they were not. 
generally speaking considered desir¬ 
able He urged the breeding of resist¬ 
ant varieties of wheat which would 
be desirable from a commercial point

The Attorney-Oenrral said he had 
suggested that magistrates who find 
avowed harvester* before them take 
steps to learn from Ottawa or some 
other source Just whether they are en¬ 
titled to consideration or not.
